ABSTRACT 

The invention provides methods and devices that address problems encountered 
when attempting to accurately reconstruct visual stimuli being displayed to a user as they 
interact with online-content, typically through a browser interface. In one embodiment, the 
invention provides for the browser to maintain a record of selected technical parameters and 
relevant data that may impact the manner in which online-content is being displayed to the 
user, taking into consideration the current context in which the browser is being operated. In 
another embodiment, the invention is a device for recording events as reported from a 
browser interface. The events are recorded in a selected format and syntax to form a 
primary index of events and related outcomes which comprise the user's interface 
experience. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-40 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: Applicant 
has claimed uniquely distinct features in the instant invention which are not found in the prior art 
either singularly or in combination of a method for recording changes in visual stimuli as a user 
interacts with the visual stimuli, comprising creating page objects based on the received visual 
stimuli by the browser object and the control application; determining that a change in visual 
stimuli is caused by a visual event; and recording the parameters of the visual event to the data 
storage device. These features are not found or suggested in the prior art. 

The closest prior art, Resnick discloses a conventional an extensible base process control 
and manufacturing information application development and execution software suite for 
developers comprising an object design toolkit; either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above underline limitation obvious.
